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Smear 

Without wishing to take sides, the recent cases of running 
illegal Formula Ford engines seems to have brought several 
points to light. First of all, and this sounds like a contradic- 
tory term, but if anyone breaks the rules and regulations, 
then they deserve to be disqualified or, as the RAC like to 
put it, omitted from the results, However, the case of 
Richard Morgan and Bernard Vermilio, who, until their 
engines were stripped, were lying first and second in what 
is widely acclaimed to be the national Formula Ford cham- 
pionship needs to be looked at from both sides. Both their 
engines, prepared by David Minister and Scholar Engineering, 
were found to have too high a compression ratio and sub- 
sequently omitted from the championship. In the case of 
Vermilio, he still awaits his fate at the time of going to press 
but the general consensus of opinion is that he will receive 
the same penalty for which, technically, there is no excuse, 
Or is there? The fly in the ointment, it seems, is the 
thickness of the standard Ford 1600 cc cylinder head gasket. 
We're informed by one of the engine builders that it is 
Pretty nearly impossible to check the thickness of the gasket 
once it is compressed between the head and the block. Isn't 
it about time for an amendment to the current rules and 
regulations like a set volume allowance for cylinder head 
gaskets so that, certainly in this case, young drivers aren't 
embarrassed by the smear that can so easily become 
attached to their name. 


Investment 

It is perhaps apt that during the same week as the opening 
of the Earls Court Motor Show, we have the final round of 
the Castrol 75th Anniversary British Saloon Car Champion- 
ship. This year, as the championship goes to the final round, 
the winners are unknown and almost unpredictable. As we 
have said right from the start, Group 1 production saloon 
car racing in this country is good for the sport. The reason 
is that it has brought the manufacturers back into the sport 
in a big way. 

In the various championships, be they racing or rallying, 
we have British Leyland, Ford, Chrysler, Vauxhall, Mazda, 
Opel, Toyota and Volkswagen, 

This is a very healthy number, and is a considerable in- 
crease over the past few years. The British saloon car 
championship rests with two of them, British Leyland and 
Chrysler. BL have just to finish second in their class to take 
the title, while Chrysler have to win with BL lower than 
second if they are to take the honours. For British Leyland, 
who now readily admit that their involvement is official, it 
is a tremendous return to the racing scene. Obviously they 
only compete if they know they will be competitive. If they 
don't win overall they will win their class so will Chrysler on 
the same basis. In a time of struggle to maintain new car 
sales the two companies will have worthy success on which 
to base their sales drive. The involvement in racing for these 
companies is ultimately to sell more cars. Let us hope that 
British Leyland and Chrysler, whichever one wins, make use 
of what will have been a very fine achievement.

Embassy F1 testing 


USAC ponder turbo ban 


‘The United States Auto Club 
(USAC), the organisation respon. 
sible for the running of the 
Indianapolis 500 and the Ameri 
can USAC trail, had been having 
discussions of late and pondering 
upon the question of restricting 
‘the ‘turbocharger on the current 
USAC engines. Apparently this is 
not a far sighted move destined 
to take place in 1976, but to 
come into effect from December 1 
this. year. 

‘We spoke to McLaren's Teddy 
Mayer on Monday and asked him 
exactly what the position wa 
especially with McLaren having @ 
Vested Interest in next year's 
USAC programme. Mayer 
explained ‘that the governing 
body want to reduce the turbo- 
charger Inlet from 2.8 to 2.25 
Inches, In effect this would be 
reducing a 601 turbocharger to 
870 which, we are told, no turbo- 
charger in existence could cope 
with. This In effect would act a 
a half way step according to 
USAC officials. 

‘There Is also talk of changing 
the fuel formula once again to 
help bring the current  Offen- 
hauser-type engines in line with 
the 355 cubic Inch (6-litre) stock 
Block V8 engines which have 


been recently allowed. However, 
even with the reduction in boos 
this year, which has brought 
speeds down considerably, the 
USAC cars are still running out 
of gas towards the end of their 
races, and that's running at some: 
thing like 1.8 miles per gallon. 


‘The new fuel and boost 
restriction in order to comply 
with the stock-block engines, 


would have seen something in the 
region of 2.2 mpg and a reduction 
from 80 inches of mercury boost 


to 60. The power loss, according 
to Mayer, would be something 
in the region of 10 mph on 


‘overall speed, or roughly a 5 per 
cent cut in performance which, 
in terms of horsepower, is around 
200 bhp. 

‘Our. American correspondent 
told us late on Monday evening 
that McLaren had. built up two 
brand new USAC chassis’ for 
next year, one of them capable 
of accepting a 355 eld stock block 
engine. Also, at their Detroit 
workshops, they have undertaken 
& project to produce a number 
5f P5000 engines for next year's 
‘American series. This follows suc- 
cessful tests carried out on an 
existing Chevrolet V8 by McLaren 
engine man Gary Knutson.

The organisers laid on a half hour free 
practice at mid-day on Sunday which was 
welcomed by most, as the sun was shining 
once more, and they could try out furthe 
Settings on the cars.

Both Coulon and 
Leclere had problems which could not be 
repaired in time for the first heat, so reserves 
Bozzetto and Giorgio got in as’ Binder was 
already en route back to Germany.

lane to a huge sigh. The unit was changed 
back to the previous one, but now the race 
was on. A typical ragged rolling start with 
the middle of the field already racing before 
the flag dropped! Depailler disappeared out 
Into the country of Jaboullle’s Elf, 
while Serblin capitalised on the fact that 
Brambilla was missing, s0 that as they charged 


back into the stadium, he was right in there 
ahead of Truffo and Flammini. Laffite, Stuck, 
Martini and

Schenken, 
Pryce and Purley, with their experience were 
careful at the start, leaving the “rookies” 
ahead to sort themselves out, before they 
started moving up through. 

Brambilla got going a lap down from th 
pits lane, immediately looking impressive, 
While Depailler, with Jabouille just hanging 
‘on, opened the stops back to Serblin.

As he 
Snapped his way up through the gears and 
shot away from the pits at the end of his 
37th lap a muffled crack burst through the 
air and as he crested the brow of the first 
turn Mario saw the right front tyre fall fat.

Redman driv- 
ing comfortably to his third win of the year 
just about helf a lap ahead ‘of Hunt whose 
maiden outing in the new Eagle brought a lot 
of pleasure to the hard-working AAR team.

sophically and seemed almost unperturbed by 
his ill-fortune, 

Behind these first three a lot of squabbling 
went on over the next handful of places. Afte 
sweeping past Wietzes on the first lap, 
Unser found himself in fourth when Luny 
retired and the USAC veteran kept hard. it 
maimaining a small cushion to the Canadian 
Lola, But Wietzes was having a hard time— 
he thought that his Wiseman differential was 
Deginning to go wonky—and he was finding 
his Lola to be loose and unpredictable vir~ 
tually everywhere and impossible to get off 
the slower corners.

CHELTENHAM FESTIVAL RALLY 


Colin Malkin’s masterful drive 
surprises the regular circus

Cheltenham MC's Cheltenham Festival Rally, run last weekend as the ninth round of the 
Castrol/Avrosrort championship produced a result with seven Fords in the top 10 placings. 
Nothing was unusual In that, except that not one of the aforementioned Fords won what was, 
typleally, an Escort rally. Instead, the honours went to Chrysler Dealer Team in the shape of 
the Avenger of Colin Malkin/John Foden. Obviously a rally suited to the ubiquitous Escort 
would also suit its sales rival, the Hillman Avenger; but in terms of power the BRM-engined 
car shouldn't have been in the same league. Rather in the way of DOT's Pond-driven Ascona 
this year, Chrysler's Malkin-driven Avenger owes its result very much to Its driver. Malkin's 
progress over the mixture of stages was well into the “ incredible” category (as it was on the 
Castrol 75), and as a shake-down prior to the RAC Rally it must have given Chrsyler lots of 
new-found confidence. On the Group One front, Russell Brookes somehow survived a night and 
morning fraught with problems, and was rewarded by achieving an invincible points position 
{to take the GI championship section of the series. 


looville driver finished 49 s ahead of rival Tony 


With the RAC Rally now beginning to rush 
closer; the Tour of Mull taking place on tho 
same weekend, and the fact that the cham- 
pionship has only two more rounds to run, 
the entry for the Cheltenham Festival was 3 
litte shorter on names than many previous 
rounds. Finding good special stages (totalling 
90 miles) as opposed to ten-a-penny fields, 
ete, must also have been a considerable task 
‘At is was, the stages included quite a few 
forests supplemented with an airfield, the 
remainder a mixture of concrete, gravel and 
tarmac. In places the route had to include 
some rather long road link sections within its 
320 miles distance, and the rally, not surpris- 
ingly, took from 10 pm Friday night until 1 pm 
‘Saturday to run its course. All in all it offered 
‘a good selection of interesting stages and 
there were no complaints on Saturday after a 
sunay dawn helped to raise everyone's spirits 
after their all night slog. 

‘The 120 car entry which assembled at the 
Post House, Swindon, during Friday was 
headed by Castrol leaders Tony Drummond/ 
Dave Richards with their smart Chevin Wine 
supported Escort, together with the familiar 
Sight of Escort four-three-for and its crew of 
Paul Faulkner and Monty Peters. Chris 
Beynon/Lyn Andrews were seeded next with 
their ex-Tordoff Porsche Carrera, with the 
‘Avenger of Malkin and Foden at four. The 
latter entry was very much to test some new 
modifications to drive-line and brakes—not 
forgetting the engine which has some more 
power since the last outing and, as it turned 
Sut, complete reliability, The car was using 
twin cable handbrake system, the use of which 
ly a Malkin forte. The bits are to be Installed 
in a new shell for the RAC—the retention of 
a body which has felt plenty of action quite 
Geliberate for this event, as Malkin was 
intending to have a big go, ho holds barred. 

Jeff Churehill/Roger Jones started from five 
with their tidy 1800 cc Escort RS ahead of 
Russell Brookes/John Brown and their (some- 
‘what less tidy of late) group one RS2000 (all 
checked as thoroughly legal following scru- 
tineer Geoff Ward's examination resulting from 
a. protest. after the Manx Trophy Rally), 
The Epic Accessories Escort of Richard Iiffe/ 
Philip Bolton followed, with Reg Mullenger/ 
Peter Clark at elght, Roy Fider/Walter Ains 
worth at nine (Withers Avenger), with the 
tenth seed position for Terry Brown. taken 
over at the last minute by Bryan Howells 
(RS2000), who, as a road rally driver, wa 
looking forward to a night of special stages 
where nothing comes the other way. 

Somewhat surprisingly, the often slippery 
and tricky stages of the Cheltenham Festival 
claimed none of the top drivers In contention, 
and, as a credit to the seeding, the top six 
places were filled from the top seven seeds, 
With only Russell Brookes spoiling perfect 
statistics as he struggled round with one thing 
after another going pop, bang or phutt, On 
paper it was Paul Faulkner's rally—not that 
there is much between Faulkner or Drummond. 
Faulkner had the advantage on the night 
stages, with plenty of hawk-eyed past experi- 
fence from Motoring News events and also a 
location much nearer his home ground than 
for Tony. Drummond. Then again, perhaps 
Colin Malkin did have more than an outside 
chance. He has rallied all over the world and 
has a reputation of being able to drive over (or 
through) anything, any time, any place, Malkin 
was not_going to be concerned for ‘his car 
either, The harder he could drive the better 
for the Chrysler camp. It certainly turned 
out to be a three way fight between the two 
Escorts and the Avenger. Faulkner had the 
advantage on the hard surfaced stages, and 
Malkin put all his effort Into the night string 
of forests, including the very impressive mile- 
age run in Wareham Forest down near Bourne- 
mouth. The roads here were all in Malkin’ 
favour with many changes of surface consis- 


tency. including some very sandy grooved 
going, including an ‘interminable succession 
of very tight 90 lefts and rights, all in favour 


of Malkin's handbrake setting-up. 

Paul Faulkner's only problems on the rally 
occurred on the fifth stage, a very slippery 
‘moss covered tar track through a wood, when 
his Escort had a coming-together with a deer. 
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Castrol/Awtosport points leader Tony Drummond enjoyed a trouble free run 


A shightly wide corner exit (also on this stage)

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Why Denny Hulme quit

Grand Prix racing is @ selfish ego trip where 
the winners take the spolls and satisfy thelr 
ambitions. The also-rans satisfy lesser egos 
merely by being involved, by being part of 
the elite international scene. Being a Grand 
Prix driver is as near as many will ever get 
to being a Grand. Prix winner and their 
greatest tclumph will be to retire with their 
Me. To retire wealthy is a bonus, but retiring 
dive is the goal for most. And knowing 
When to retire i probably the most important 
decision a Grand Prix driver ever takes. 

Denny Hulme built himself a granite 
repuiation as a tough individual, @ cragey 
Kiwi who couldn't care less about the human 
side of ra ree and the worries at 
home, the winning or the gloom of 
defeat; it was all the same to The Bear. But 
Denny Hulme had worked hard to build a 
wall around his private feelings so that very 
few people really knew him away from the 
race ‘track, or knew that he and bis wife 
Greeta had discussed retirement shortly after 
the death of his great friend and team-mat 
Bruce McLaren, and decided that Denny would 
race for only two more seasons. Those two 
Seasons. stretched into a third, but a series 
Of accidents determined Hulme to hang up 
his hat at the end of the 1974 season 

‘We started this interview the week after 
the Italian GP this year when Hulme had 
run a dogged sixth in the race in a perform 
‘ance that could scarcely have impressed the 
racer who won the World Championship in 
1967 and came close to winning it again in 
1968, “He skirted the subject of impending 
retirement without actually mentioning it, but 
When we began talking about racing accidents 
‘and how they affected other drivers, all the 
Hulme concerns for racing came flooding out 

long with the reasons for his decision to 
retire. 

He had been close behind Jochen Rindt 
when his Lotus crashed at Monza in 1970. 
Did an accident like that have an effect on 
him? " Jochen’s crash was just a big shower 
of dust and rubbish and wheels flying every- 
where .. . no, it didn't affect me because at 
the time I had the spirit to keep going and 
I wanted to keep going, but after Francois 
Cevert’s accident at the Glen... that was a 
Particularly terrible accident Because a lot 
Of the drivers stopped. . . ." He sighed, and 
then settled down to the real and human 
reasons why a racing driver doesn’t want to 
race any more. “Most of the drivers were 
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he talks with Bruce 


kicking themselves that they hadn't stopped 
at Zandvoort to try to save Roger William- 
son, so at the Glen they stopped to see if 
anything could be done. The whole thing 
was just a mess, the car hadn't caught fire 
$0 some of the drivers had gone right in. 
‘This affected Jody very badly and he said 
straight afterwards that he was going to quit, 
no way was he going {0 continue, he was 
too ‘young for this sort of nonsense. Then 
you began to wonder. It had all happened so 
damned quickly and there was another driver 
and it was all very sad and I went over to 


Paris for the funeral and 1 thought ‘Oh 
Christ, can it all be worth it?" and I made 
up. my mind that I'd do one more season 


‘and that would be it, 

The 1974 season started well for Hulme 
when he won the Argentine Grand Prix in 
the Texaco-Mariboro McLaren, but then in 
South Africa the spectre came back with the 
Peter Revson crash during the pre-race test- 
ing. Hulme was one of the first on the scene. 
“T saw all the shambles and 1 thought well, 
bugger it, that’s it T just can’t walt for 
the end of the year to get it all over with.” 

‘And for the rest of the summer Denny 
Hulme was a turned-down racer, staying out 


of trouble on the race erack, admitting chat 
his career was over but going to the races to 
full contractural obligations. “That prob- 


ably wasn't the right attitude from the team's 
point of view, but 1 don’t really think the 
feam suffered because Emerson was way up 
there in the Championship and I was the 
block at the back. If I'd been up there with 
him, I'm sure things would have been really 
hectic and they would have had to divide 
their attentions. 1 think 1 hope they 
won't be disappointed after the Glen. Sure, 
T won Argentina. I was lucky because Carlos 
dropped out but I was happy co win. So I've 
hada win and a second place and finished 
sixth what seems like a dozen times... .” 
‘Hulme is 38 and he candidly thinks it's too 
‘old to be racing. “You have less worries or 
cares when you're young. But when you take 
time out to think am I doing the right thing 
you've got a family, responsibilities, and 
here you are chundering around a race track 
like an idiot 1 don't think that’s the 
right attitude for a man in his mid-thicties 
I still enjoy what I'm doing but 1 basically 
know that it’s not right for me to be doing 
it. And for Graham Hill to be still racing... 
T think that’s pretty foolish because for sure 


he doesn't have to do it. Jackie made the 
Fight decision £0 finish while he was on top.” 

‘Denny Hulme was almost a has-been before 
he ever started seriously in Formula 1 racing. 
He began with an MG TF 
‘New Zealand driving in shorts and bare feet. 
When he arrived in England in 1960 as one 
of two “Drivers to Europe" that season he 
was still racing his Formula 2 Cooper in bare 
feet because he maintained he had a better 
feel of the accelerator. With shoes and a veneer 
of civilisation that summer he raced Formula 2 
and Formula Junior Coopers throughout 
Europe. Avtosrort mentioned bim first as 
David Hulme, then as George Hulme when 
he won the Grand Prix de Pescara in his FJ 
car in August 1960. In September his 
Zealand team-mate George Lawton was killed 
in a crash on the Danish Roskilde track, and 
later that month Denis drove in his’ first 
Formula 1 race at Snetterton in a Yeoman 
Credit Cooper-Climax, a drive originally 
arranged for Lawton. 

In 1961 and 1962 Hulme campaigned his 
own FJ Cooper but he had missed the main 
chance that the “Driver to Europe” scholar- 
ship had given its first recipient Bruce 
McLaren, by then established as a Cooper 
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‘customer garage, 
‘cars as a journeyman driver 
‘weekends. Tasmanian Gavin 


Brabham empire, and when Youl broke his 
collarbone, Hulme stepped in to take his 
place at Crystal Palace and later in the year 
on Boxing Day at Brands Hatch. Phil Kerr. 
then Brabham’s manager, was a champion of 
the Hulme cause and it was through his 
insistence that Brabham gave Hulme a chance. 
He raced the works FJ Brabham during 1963, 
‘was upgraded to partner Jack in the works 
F2 team in 1964 with the Brabham-Hondas, 
fand that season he was given a Formula I 
drive at Karlskoga. He drove the transporter 
up to Sweden. 

"When Jack decided to try his hand at 
retirement in 1965 Hulme took his place in 
the team, but for 1966 with Jack back in 
hamess and new Repco engines for the 3-litre

‘That was Jack's year to take the title. In 
1967 it was Denny's championship and he 
won the Monaco and German GPs on the 
two toughest tracks of the season, having 
Jed in South Africa and Canada. Although 
Presumably sa*isfied that one of his cars had 
won the World title, Jack would have pre 
ferred to do the winning personally. Huli 
felt Brabham might have tripped himself by 
experimenting during the season with new 
acts for the engine. “If the experiments had 
‘worked they would have been an improve- 
ment, but they let him down. Maybe he 
should have finished higher but he was always 
trying something new while I had a nui 
and-bolts engine..." 

‘There was tension in the Brabham coam 
and tension is something Hulme has never 
really been equipped to cope with. When he 
was offered a CanAm McLaren at the end 
of the 1967 season he thoroughly enjoyed the 
new atmosphere as the “Bruce & Denny” 
show began its domination of the CanAm 
Series. McLaren won that year and Denis 
won in 1968 and 1970. In 1968 Hulme had 
switched to the McLaren team in Formula 1 
as well and looked like retaining his World 
‘Championship right down to the last round 
in Mexico City, but a suspension breakay 

t him into the wall and out of the cham- 

ship chase. 

1 can realise now that it was bad of me 
to go away and leave Jack after winning the 
Championship in '67, but I think I did the 
right thing because Jochen Rind: drove for 
him in "68 and they had a disastrous season 
Whereas the McLaren was running like a 
dream." Hulme won two GPs thst season, 
in Italy and Canada. 

One of Hulme's happiest racing seasons 
was that dreamy summer of 1968 driving the 
MB, winged " McLaren-Chevrolet 
that we went 
when we should have been practising.” 
won 3 of the 6 races and the championship. 

"That MSB McLaren was Hulme's ideal as 
& motorcar and he would like to buy one of 
the ex-works cars to restore it. "People 
can't understand why I don't bave a Boxer 
Ferrari or a Lamborghini or something like 
‘that Ws just that I've driven what 1 
consider to be one cf the best 

ind I'm probably one of only 

‘driven one. Nothing else 

like going to the moon. 
There are only a few guys ever gone up 
there, and I'll bet they're pleased too. . . .* 

Huime was very much the reluctant cham- 
pion when he won the title in 1967, but he 
Tooks back on it with no regrets at ‘his lack 
of grace. “It put me on the map, right? I 
won the World Championship, but I don't 
think 1967 was my happiest year. Sure it 
was exhilarating building up to it and the 
Chances that you'd win the title, but you 
were also on tenterhooks wondering if you'd 
o it and you only needed a couple of things 
to go wrong and it wouldn't have happened. 
OK: we scraped through and got enough 
points to win, but I fele a lot happier the 
following year with Bruce. 

“It was more enjoyable being CanAm 
champion those two years than it was being 
World Champion in 1967. I knew when I 
won the World Championship thar I'd have 
to do this and do that, make speeches and 
give imerviews, # was something thet I still 
read to this day. I'm not so bad when I 
factually get there, bur it's the thought of 
having to do it, preparing myself to go to 

As ‘far as I'm concerned I'd 
home but I know you're obliged 
£0 go out and do these things. When I won 
the CanAm series there was only the prize- 
‘giving at the end of the series and that was 
it. We'd won the series, had a good time, a 
lot of fun, met a lot of people, but there 
was no big deal afterwards which suited me 
just fine. When I won the World Champion- 
ship I was forever making speeches and 
wondering what I'd let myself in for. 

“I's mice to win the World Championship, 
sure, and I felt everything was justified onc 
Td done it. I'd justified my family's decision 
€0 let me go racing and justified my own

ambition to try to press on and do it. Once 
Td done all that 1 was quite happy within 
myself but then I had what was from my 
point of view, the aggravation of going and 
doing all the things that a World Champion is 
supposed to do, and that’s what I shunned, 
I really hated it. I suppose I was lucky to get 
away with it as well as I did without being 
Fidiculed and people saying what a right 
bastard I ws 
ruce MeLaren’s death early in June 1970 
caught Hulme at a very low personal ebb, still 
recovering from severe burns to his hands 
when the M15. McLaren caught fire during 
practice at Indianapolis, and it was at ¢his 
point that Denny started to seriously consider 
his future. Until then accidents had been 
things that happened to other people. His 
ten days in hospital at Indianapolis gave 
him time to dwell on the shortening odds. 
‘There was always the chance element, the 
chance that it wouldn't happen aj jut it 
id. In-the opening laps of the Road Atlanta 
CanAm race in 1972, Hulme was tucked into 
the slipstream of Follmer's turbo-Porsche 
shaping up to. pass, when his McLaren 
flipped over backwards and skated to a halt 
upside down. A flash flame was immediately 
extinguished, and the heavy car was man- 
handled back on to its wheels. It was more 
food for thought. He could so easily have 
Deen killed in a crash he knew nothing 
about, crash he had escaped from with 
only a bump on the head. “Then I realised 
Ow You could be wiped off the face of the 
rth without really knowing it. 1 was follow: 
ing Folimer and 1 don't remember anything 
to this day except coming to in hospital 
it was an indication that you could be snuffed 
‘Out painlessly without even knowing you'd 
been killed. It could have caught fire or 


destroyed itself but fortunately the car stayed 
intact and there was no damage to me except 
a bump on the nut. Then you start to realis 
how easy it is for it 
just too. easy

fat the time of the Civil War and administered 
by men who look as though they may have 
taken part in it, When Denny Hulme arrived 


at Indianapolis he was a very small cog in a 
large machine and was constantly reminded 
of it. Instead of rebelling completely, he 
‘actually ‘came to like and appreciate’ the 
weird rites of Indianapolis, But it was a 


type of racing that out-paced him. In 1967 
he was 4th in the “500” driving for Smokey 
Yunick, in 1968 he was 4th again this time 
in one of Dan Gurney's Eagles. In 1969 he 
was up to second when the clutch failed on 
his Eagle, In 1970 he missed the race re- 
covering from his burns, and in 1971 with 
the new MI6 McLaren he qualified 4th but 
dropped out with engine failure. Peter Revson 
started off the pole that year in a car identical 
to Hulme's, and that was enough for Denny. 
He never raced at Indy again. “I stopped 
racing at Indy because it was very, very 
difficult for me to qualify. 1 could race ail right 
but T couldn't qualify like those guys who 
could tweak themselves up and get a good 
Quick time just for four taps. When che race 
starts they're all right, they're in the race, the 
Pressure’s off and they go round and round 
to try to pick up the money. I enjoyed the 
race but I didn’t enjoy the first three weeks 
at Indy trying to get up to speed and qualify. 
Ie just became a big problem and I figured I 
was better off without all the aggravation so 
T thought ‘To hell with it." I didn't want to 
go back and the {eam wanted a better 
driver so it was a good arrangement: I didn't 
go back and they picked up Gordon John- 
cock.”

that extra little bit. 1 know that Emerson 
is very quick but he drives very much within 
himself, he's racing at 9i-tenths with just a 
fraction in hand. I know Ronnie steps over 
the limit and goes ten-tenths or more and 
Jody does on occasions but not that often. I 
think Jody backs off a wee bit as well. Most 
of the others drive right on their limit, but 
it’s generally a limit that is lower than the 
guys I've mentioned. 

Boredom is one of the factors that could 
prompt a racing driver to put off retirement, 
but Hulme has never been a jetset socialite,

BMW Turbo—flexible racer 


For many years, engineers have been trying to 
design & car which would combine the traffic 
manners of @ low-compression hack with the 
open-road performance of a. competition 
machine, High-density induction is the obvious 
Answer and Mercedes-Benz built cars in the 
Aineteen-twenties and thirties with a super 
charger which could be put in action by 
merely engaging a clutch. Unfortunately, 
blower driven from the crankshaft consumes a 
lot of horsepower, 60 a relatively small gain in 
performance was accompanied by a large in 
Crease in fuel consumption.

required from the engine and the higher volu- 
metric efficiency increases the output from 130 
to 170 bhp at the same revs, 

‘On the road, the results are outstanding, the 
engine being unbelievably smooth, quiet’ and 
flexible for a four-cylinder unit, ‘There is a 
suggestion of whistling wind "occasionally 
before any real boost is developed, but most 
of the time the Turbo is quieter than a normal 
2002, for the turbine acts as a most effective 
exhaust silencer, 

The engine is deliberately de-tuned to give @ 
long life’ with complete reliability and an 
ignition cut-out avoids any risk of over 
revving. This 1s an essential piece of equip 
ment because the engine accelerates so fast 
under full boost that It wou!d be all too easy 
to-go right into the red. 

On the test car, the cut-out began to func 
tion above an indicated 136 mph. which is 
about 130 mph againct the watch. For me, the 
gearbox was rather too far away and’ the 
synchromesh baulked on fast changes, but T 
@id a 0-60 mph in 6.78 with quite a leisurely 
change from first to second. Similarly, 1 did 
the standstill to 100 mph acceleration in well 
under 20s, with a minimum of wheelspin and 
unhurried gearchanges. The driving position is 
excellent, apart from the too remote gearlever, 
and the seats give good lateral location 

‘The behaviour of the Michelin tyres was 
outstanding on wet roads and one can really 
use all the power all the time, almost irres- 
pective of surface conditions, On a previous 
Occasion, I did experience some brake fade 
with a Turbo, but I failed to worry the brakes 
during this test, The car is well balanced on 
corners, the big Michelins giving some extra 
cornering power compared with the standard 
2002, but the ride has not been stiffened up 
and ‘the Turbo is perfectly comfortable for 
shopping trips. 

It would be possible to criticise the Turbo 
because full boost is not instantly available at 
virtually zero revs. In practice, this need not 
apply, for it is normally possible to foresee 
when’ full acceleration will be required and 
get things turning over nicely in preparation, 
There is a knack which is soon acquired but 
during hard driving the revs can be kept up

sufficiently so that there is no appreciable 
delay in response, 

In my opinion—and there will be those who 
disagree—the Turbo has too much “ go- 
faster” decoration. Tt could be driven faster 
on the road if it were less conspicuous, the 
coloured stripes performing no useful function 
while the flared guards over the wide tyres 
could be blended Into the body sides more 
neatly. Similarly, the front and rear spoilers 
evidently do their job efficiently, judging by 
the high-speed stability of the car, but 1 am 
sure that they could be just as effective if they 
were less noticeable, Some owners may wish 
to emphasise the car's racing background, but 
the police may find it rather too interesting. 

‘The BMW 2002 has been with us for a tong 
time but the addition of the turbo-charger ha: 
made it one of the most effective and eco- 
nomical ultrafast touring cars that has yet 
been produced. I had an overall average of 
23.5 mpg, including taking the performance 
figures, and most owners will do far better 
than this, ‘probably approaching 30 mpg on 

Personally, 1 don't mind a “left-hooker 
but I'm sure there is sufficient demand in 
England to justify the production of some 
Fight-hand-drive examples. Surely it’s time 
that some eyeball ventilators were added, t00, 
for we have all grown out of swivelling 

compact st quarter lights, Perhaps if the production were 
Increased, the car could be sold at a mor 
realistic price, for it's a pretty expensive 
2elitre, even though it Is a 130 mph car, 

‘The BMW 2002 Turbo has six-cylinder fl 
bility with omly a four-cylinder thirst. It can 
be driven all day in London without ever 
wetting a sparking plug and on the open road 
it can see off almost anything, It handles 
remarkably well and gives a comfortable ride.

Precautions, but in so doing, TEAC found themselves unde 
The problems Included an excessive number of accidents In practice and races which saw 
the red flag appear four times during the day to stop the action. Both BOC Formula Ford 
1s were stopped, the second because Mike Taylor flipped end over end going into Bottom 
Bend which sadly caused him a broken ankle, ribs and back. The masterpiece of 
over-reaction occurred when all the races had been subsequently shortened to eight. Ia 
Including the BOC FF final. During the penultimate race, Andrew Talbot flipped his Triumph 
Herald Into the bank at Clearways. The accident was attended by most of the marshals in the 
area, and finally, after four laps, a fire truck crossed the track unnecessarily considering th 
jace of time which had passed, and due to lack of maintenance on the vehicle, a fire 
extinguisher and marshal fell on to the track and the RAC 
race to be stopped, too. TEAC are obviously a keen club and 
hazards of running a race meeting as the fact that, the meeting still finished 3m before 1 
race was due to start despite an extra race, will testify. However, there seems to be little 
control nor order in their enthusiasm and the over-reaction to the incidents was the upsetting 
factor. There were many complaints and arguments at the end of the day, but it would be 
worth bearing in mind that certain other clubs would still be sorting out the mess If they 
had been in charge. However, the red flag being shown and then withdrawn, the drowning 
out of a presentation, some bad FF seeding and the wrong choice in class amalgamation over- 
shadowed some excelient racing. 
On a clear and sunny day, Richard Morgan 
again took maximum BOC points in the 
Crossie, and an undoubted star emerged in 
the Formula 3 event with Alex Ribeiro lead- 
Ing one of the best races we have seen for 
this formula this year, six cars battling out 
the lead.

‘There are times, in the course of putting 
together a competition car, when suicide 
seems the only way out. After several months 
of everything going more or less to plan. 
‘one runs out of some essential commodity, 
isually money, which prevents further pro: 
gress being made for a while, and everything 
Brinds to a halt, 

It_was in the middie of such a period with 
my Rally Imp, when a vital plece could not 
be located anywhere, and the pub seemed 
‘the only logical place to be, that the ‘phone 
rang, and a certain A. J. L, Boyd enquired 
politely whether I was free the following 
‘weekend, and if 1 was, could I possibly show 
him the way from stage to stage on the 
Cork "20" rally. After considering this for 
well over 0.005 5, I agreed, and so it was 
that I found myself securely strapped into 
the left hand. seat of ex-works Escort 
LYX 942) that Saturday, tarted up In a set 
of virginal white Nomex, road book in hand, 
fand a family of pterodactyl-sized butterfiles 
doing Red Arrows impressions in my stomach. 

Tn the past, John Davenport has described 
in some detail what it is like to sit beside 
some of the greatest rallymen in the world, 
and I have always found such articles absorb: 
Ing, but John has always been speaking with 
umpteen years’ experience under his belt. 
Personally, 1 always thought of myself as a 
driver (not any more), so I found even the 
first tulip diagram on the roadbook (which, 
roughly translated meant “turn left out of 
hotel car park"), something of a challenge, 
while the prospect of doing special stages, 
assuming I could get us to them, was some- 
what daunting. Would I be able to keep my 
eyes open ? Would I scream, tremble, be ill, 
or just chicken out quietly ? 

‘The first day's motoring consisted almost 
entirely of loose forestry stages. The odd 
little bit of tarmac which did appear from 
‘time to time was generally fast and more 
or less straight, so had very little bearing on 
anything. The ‘forests themselves, although 
never used before, were as near perfect as 
anything I have seen. Fast, relatively smooth, 
‘and, when there was time to look. very 
‘scenic! It seems unbelievable that the Cork 20 
organisers managed to find so much “ virgin” 
territory for their event, but they did. and 
it was all good, and had ihe additional advan- 
tage of doing away with any moans about 
“Tocal knowledge 

The first stage, 4} miles of rather blurred 
forest, served to convince me that my 
chauffeur was every bit as safe as people 
had told me he would be, so, fears about 
my safety suitably dispelled, I settled down 
to enjoy the ride. Fortunately, my navigational 
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mistakes had all been made on the run out 
to the first stage, and Adrian was very good 
‘about them all. After a while he even began 
to believe my directions! 

‘The first five stages passed without 
incident, and then it was time for a spot of 
service. The main service area for Saturday 
was situated in the middle of an excellent 
village called Kilavullen, which, in addition 
to having some of the friendliest inhabitants 
to be found anywhere, was also something 
of a drinker’s paradise, boasting no fewer 
than eight pubs in the main street, or about 
‘one for every eight people. Even the 
chemist’s shop had a bar! 

Stage six, which followed, was an extremely 
fast 10 miler, where we caught up with a 
marshal in a Volkswagen who obligingly drove 
Straight Into a ditch to allow us to pass 
unhindered. Our arch rival Ronnie McCartney, 
who had a slight lead in his Porsche Carrera 
up to this point, suffered a puncture on one 
front corner, and dropped a lot of time. His 
co-driver Peter Scott was nonetheless amazed 
‘at the fact that the Porsche would still steer 
‘at 90 mph, flat tyre notwithstanding. With 
four round inflated-type tyres, LVX went very 
well indeed, three figure speeds being seen 
on several occasions, velocities which this 
rookie passenger found rather alarming, 
‘although my underwear remained more or less, 
intact 

‘The remainder of the 11 stages on 
Saturday passed without incident, and, with 
road timing which seemed to be designed to 
make our lives as easy as possible, we slid 
back to rally heaquarters with plenty of time 
to change tyres, and do a bit of general 
servicing before the tarmac stages on the 

In keeping with the best traditions of Irish 
allying. there was plenty of evening social 
‘activity to keep allcomers amused right through 


to the wee small hours of Sunday morning. 
The two main hotels in the picturesque, but 
very lively town of Kin were both 


Involved with catering for the needs of rally 
folk, and with the event being sponsored by 
Kinsale Community Promotions, the local 
people were as keen as the organisers that it 
Should be a success. It must have been if the 
umber of heavy heads at breakfast was any- 
thing to go by! Pull marks for ingenuity, by 
the way, to the gent who managed a quick 
“knee trembler” in the lift at rally HQ while 
a horde of people banged on the door. That 
took guts! 

Sunday's route involved nine stages in the 
immediate vicinity of Kinsale, each to be 
tackled twice, in opposite directions. All were 
surfaced, some more so than others, and 
several had large chunks of very main road 
in them 0 sort out the men from the boys. 

Our own problems started early, for, on the 
run out to the first stage, Adrian discovered 
that LVX bad managed to devour the fluid 
in the rear braking circuit overnight, and 
‘although we tried feeding the master cylinder, 
the back brakes remained u/s for the first 
four stages, until we met up with the service 
‘crew once ‘more. Those four stages, all run 
in the wet, proved to me once and for all 
that Adrian Boyd is an ace when it comes 
to tarmac driving. All LVX wanted to do at 
‘@ comer, was rush straight on with the front 
wheels locked, so Adrian had to balance the 
front end braking effort with the handbrake, 
which itself was only really working on the 
second pump. On the first couple of stages, 
we dropped a lot of time to McCartney and 
local star Gerry Buckley, who was proving 
that his ex-Coleman Escort, the famous TIU 
250, is no less quick in the hands of its new 
‘owner. The third and fourth sections, both 
of which had long stretches of main road 
in them, saw us going rather better, and 
though we dropped some time, we were much 
nearer the pace. On the second stage, Nobby 
Reilly, accompanied by sometime AvTosPoRT 
contributor Paul Phelan, had a horrendous 
‘accident when bis BMW went straight on at 


a right hander and finished up perched on 
its nose on a ledge overlooking a deep water- 
filled ditch some forty feet below. This ditch, 
which apparently resembled a canal, was ali 
the crew could see through the screen for 
several seconds while the car decided which 
way it would fall, but happily it chose to stay 
fon the ledge, leaving Nobby and Paul with 
nothing worse than a nasty fright to show 
for what could have been a very serious 

accident : 
After service, which took place in the 
‘we had a full complement 


Stage five contained, among other things, a 
nasty right hander round a farm, where the 
local cows obviously held their socials. Dunlop 
have yet to come up with a tyre which Is 
suitable for running on cow manure (perhaps 
if they changed their name to Dunglop ?), 
and we skated gracefully off into the ditch and 
stuck fast. "All the best co-drivers go and 
get help in situations such as these,” I thought 
to myself, and sot off with that in mind. A 
mile later, all 1 had managed to find was a 
very old lady in a farmhouse, who poked her 
nose out from under her shawl and croaked, 
“go away!” Understandable I suppose, as 
mud caked figures wearing crash helmets 
probably don’t call on her very often. 1 
trudged back to the car ¢o find Adrian coping 
manfully, if not too successfully with the task 
of keeping the lower numbers from arriving 
in “our” ditch as well. Eventually, after 
much todng and fro-ing, the car came out 
‘on its own, and by mutual consent, we decided 
to abandon serious rallying and go back to 
the service point for a clean up. 

This accomplished, we rejoined, strictly for 
Inughs, at stage 9, ‘largely to sce what the 
remainder of the stages looked like, This, to 
me, was the high spot of the entire weekend, 
for, with the pressure off, Adrian drove magni- 
ficently. He sald it was practice for the RAC, 
but it was the practice run to end all practice 
runs, and for me, the trip of the century. 
Several of the stages ran through villages, and 
to swoop down through a village street 
thronged with people at the speeds we were 
doing, brings on a feeling which is difficult 
to describe. 

Some people are turned-on by fast cars, 
some by aeroplartes, some by scenery. I am 
rather fond of all three, and consequently 
the occasion when we were passed by a 
BAC 111 taking off from Cork airport whilst 
negotiating one of the prettier stages, remains 
one of the better moments. 

Two stages from the end, the rain, which 
had stayed away most of the afternoon, 
returned, and Adrian decided to call it a day 
rather than risk bending the car. 

It is hardly necessary to describe the 
frivolities which followed and anyway they are 
better left to the imagination. Suffice to say 
that they were a fitting conclusion to a very 
pleasant weekend, and that bedtime was at 
5.45 am Monday! 

The Cork 20 has come of age in the Inst 
couple of years. It started out as a 20- 
hour navigation event (hence the name), and 
im the last_two years has been a daylight 
stage rally. To say that it was enjoyable would 
be an understatement. The road timing was 
‘a bit funny on occasions, but any errors were 
to the advantage of competitors. Stage arrow- 
ing and marshalling were of a very high order, 
and only one stage was scrubbed (the one on 
which we went off, naturally), due to a 
wandering watch. If, as is mooted, the Cork 20 
becomes a round in a new Irish stage rally 
championship being talked about for next 
year, it may well attract a lot of people from 
‘across the water. They will not be dis- 
appointed. For my own part, it was a new 
experience to sit beside one of the greats 
and see how it should be done, and, well, does 
anybody want to buy an Imp?

1t wasn't until this year that the BMW CSi 
has shown any sort of form in British Gl 
races. Up until now, the CSi has taken rather
